Builders hit 
by council 
VAT policy 

BUILDING firms in (he Mid¬ 
lands are being forced to suffer 
unnecessary financial hardship 
over VAT payments because of 
Birmingham City Council's 
payments policies, local con¬ 
tractors claim.

Engineer's claims 
on Ronan Point 
shock local team

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VOIDED joints found in 
Ronan Point are well within 
safe tolerance levels, accord¬ 
ing to one of the engineers 
responsible for supervising the 
original design for Taylor 
Woodrow AngUan. 

Barry Russoff of Phillips 
Consultants, the firm which 
supervised all of theblocks built 
to the Larsen Neilsen system in 
this country, told BD “the flank 
wall join ts d o not need to be fully 
packed" and only 50 per cent of 
the mortar specified could be 
sufficient. 

He conceded that the H2 
joints at the bottom of the tower 
would be carrying more "dead 
weight" and consequently 
would need more mortar to 
support the loadbearing flank 
walls, but said: "Some voiding 
would not make them unsafe." 

Russ off’s claims have shock¬ 
ed local authority experts exam¬ 
ining the findings in the con¬ 
trolled demolition of Ronan 
Point. They have labelled the 
voiding as a "major defect”. 

The London Borough of 
Newham has found: 


• Hand-packed mortar in the 
H2 joint is up to 50 per cent less 
than specified by the building’s 
designers, 

• The in-situ concrete is poorly 
compacted with voids existing 
beneath the horizontal rein¬ 
forcement bars.

• Levelling nuts had not been 
wound down after the hand 
packing had been carried out 
and a significant amount of the 
load was being transferred via 
the bolts. 

These defects have led to 
uncertainty over the actual path 
for the flank-wall loads. New¬ 
ham’s engineers have found that 
the strengthening angles were 
taking some of this load and that 
the flank wall joints would 
rotate under extreme loading 
conditions. 

This could cause an alteration 

from the existing load path to 
one which had not been proven 
and there could be no guarantee 
on the stability of the building in 
a fireorifan explosion occurred. 


Ronan Point campaigner 
Sam Webb said: "If the ex¬ 
plosion which caused the col¬ 
lapse of Ronan Point in 1968 had 
not occurred, the block is so 
badly built it would have fallen 
down on its own accord.” 

Newham is not taking any 
succour from Russofrs re¬ 
marks.

DISAGREEMENT over the 
future of Spitalfields Market is 
threatening to delay redevelop¬ 
ment plans by architect Richard 
MacCormac and developer 
London & Edinburgh Trust.

Geoffrey Rlppon, when en¬ 
vironment secretary, respon¬ 
ded to widespread complaints 
nbout the shortcomings of 
development control by ap¬ 
pointing his fellow QC George 
Dobry to conduct a review of 
the system. 

It was in 1973 that Dobry’s 
wide-ranging report was pub¬ 
lished, by a different environ¬ 
ment secretary (Anthony Cros- 
land) and from a department 
whose reaction seemed to many 
([including Dobry) to be lacking 
in urgency.

usefully complementary. Nuf¬ 
field (chaired by Lord Flowers 
with a membership which in¬ 
cluded Sir Frank Layfield, 
former RTPI president Jim 
Amos, and the late Wilf Burns, 
sometime DoE chief planner) 
took a broad, long look at the 
planning system as a whole — at 
what society should expect of it, 
and how best to achieve that. 

The select com mittee, chaired 
by former DoE minister Sir 
Hugh Rossi, focused more 
narrowly and in a more concen¬ 
trated way on ways to remedy 
present defects, and above all 


the huge and apparently intract¬ 
able delays in giving planning 
applicants decisions at both 
local authority and appeal 
stages. 

Delays there certainty still 
are. The select committee report 
(for brevity, “Rossi") indicates 
that, whereas about 86 per cent 
of applications are eventually 
approved, in some 33 per cent of 
cases the local planning author¬ 
ity fails to meet the statutory 
requirement of giving a decision 
within eight weeks. 

It was Michael Heseltine who 
estimated that councils kept 


about £8,000m of development 
potential lockedupintheirfiling 
cabinets; more recently a DoE 
minister, Lord Elton, has staled 
that planning delays in written 
appeals alone cost Britain some 
fftmillion a week. 

There is, of course, an element 
of hyperbole about such statis¬ 
tics. Planning, like any other 
business, inevitably locks up 
some capital temporarily pen¬ 
ding decisions. Justified criti¬ 
cism focuses on the proportion 
of that lost potential which is 
locked up for longer than it need 
be. On this Rossi takes a

His chief weapon is costs, 
used ns a sanction to ensure 
compliance with statutory time¬ 
tables, but also to discourage 
time-wasting conduct by both 
planning authorities and appli¬ 
cants. 

Thus a council which refused 
an application on grounds other 
than "justifiable planning rea¬ 
sons" and lost on appeal, would 
stand not only to have costs 
awarded against it, but compen¬ 
sation for loss. On the other 
hand, a developer who appealed 
a second or third time with n 
similar development on sub¬ 
stantially the same site, and lost, 
could have costs awarded 
against him. 

Costs are also used to hack the 
second leg of the Rossi strategy: 
getting the parlies to negotiate in 
advance and to agree ns great n 
proportion of the facts as 
possible. The committee urges 
costs penalties for failure to 
negotiate, and for failure to 
produce evidence to counter 
alleged facts if you failed to 
agree them at the pre-inquiry 
stage. 

Where an LPA failed to 
negotiate in the first three 
months after on application, the 
applicant could appeal straight 
away without wnitingtltc full six 
months. 

More inspectors 

What in essence Rossi is saying 
to the parlies is: “Get your act 
together. Define the issues, and 
concentrate the inquiry pro¬ 
ceedings on those. If you don't, 
you’ll be penalised”. To back 
this up, he wnnts more inspec¬ 
tors, full-time and part-time, 
and would arm them with 
statutory powers for setting and 
enforcing timetables, both for 
pre-inquiry exchange and circu¬ 
lation of evidence and at the 
actual inquiry. 

One of the points al which 
Rossi's and Nufileld's recom¬ 
mendations meet is in calling for 
central government to provide 
clear policy guidelines in ad¬ 
vance of inquiries so that 
strategic issues do not need to be 
thrashed out unnecessarily. A 
planning inquiry commission 
may be an appropriate form for 
this; a public local inquiry is not. 

Where Nuffield goes much 
further is in urging, in effect, a 
separation of powers” between 
«ntral and local government. 
National policies (continuously 
reviewed) should bo promul¬ 
gated regularly to cover devel¬ 
opment where (he national 
interest Is genuinely affected; 
otherwise local planning au¬ 
thorities should be left to work 
out local policies (again con¬ 
tinuously reviewed) to suit the 
needs of their communities, 
centralised criteria are neither 
desirable nor workable.

AS Its contribution to the current Royal 
Academy exhibition, that bastion of 
cultural standards the Mail on Sunday 
chose to publish an article headed 
“Designer Cheek” with a strapline 
reading: “Revealed ... why the archi¬ 
tects who Have outraged Britain choose a 
nice traditional home every time.” Not 
really a new idea but, you might think, 
amusing enough in its own way. The 
works of Stirling, Lasdun, Rogers, 
Manser and the Smithsons arc con¬ 
trasted with their conventional-looking 
homes. It was beyond the wit of the 
author to get himself invited in, so hts 
claim that they arc "traditional" could, 
for all he knows, be absolute drivel. But 
the more you read, the more dr IvcUlsh the 
whole piece becomes. Take this passage 
Tor example: “Architects have changed 
skylines In towns and cities ail over 
Britain. Indeed, many say architects 
should be forced to live in their new¬ 
fangled buildings.” 


Just a hint of non-sequitur there? 
Wrong use of the word “indeed"? 
Perhaps some confusion over whether 
buildings which change a skyline are 
"new-fangled”? We could give the 
Journalist, Hugo Davenport, the benefit 
of the doubt and say that it was others in 
the Mall empire who rendered his article 
illiterate and meaningless, But I don't sec 
why we should, since his prose style 
appears to reflect the Jumbled whirl of 
what pass for ideas in his fevered head. 
He is suggesting It is wrong for Rogers (o 
design the Lloyd's building unless he 
designs a house that Is like the Lloyd’s 
building and then lives In it. Why should 
this be? Do wc ask the wretched 
Davenport to confine his reading habits 
to the mendacious outpourings of the 
Rothcrmcre empire, simply because he 
happens to write rubbish for it? Another 
newspaper, the London Standard (a good 
example of the sapping effect of a market 
monopoly) recently carried an Item

attacking Rogers for not living in a flat in 
a riverside block he has designed. It then 
destroyed it’s own silly point by saying 
that John Young of Ihe Rogers partner¬ 
ship Is buying a flat there. 

The depressing thing about all this is 
the absence on the part of the popular 
press of any apparent interest in good 
design and howto achieve It. Doesn't the 
Mail on Sunday's readership deserve 
something better than an out-of-date 
rant?

Why young architects like Nigel 
Coates keep winning commissions in 
Japan? Why no newspaper baron has 
commissioned a decent building In living 
memory?

Methods unfit 
for Third World

Development Administration 
I AM slill trying to decide what 
lessons are to be learned from 
Jim Amoniou's article (Sept¬ 
ember 12): for every proposal he 
makes, he explains elsewhere 
why it cannot work. 

Of course we can all quote 
apocryphal stories such as his 
about the German prefabri¬ 
cated school system. We all 
know, loo, the story about 
granny's body on the roof rack. 
He is correct in saying that 
foreign financing usually im¬ 
plies centralised management; 
with most bilateral or multi¬ 
lateral aid being on a govem- 
ment-to-govemment basis and 
frequently comprising large 
programmes; there is no work¬ 
able alternative, particularly 
when one is dealing, for ex¬ 
ample, with one project for 
several hundred schools. 

In one paragraph he champ¬ 
ions the cause of building with 
local materials, such as the mud 
ofSudan, butshortlyaftcrwaids 
admits that the consequent 
reduction in quality of con¬ 
struction results in inadequate 
maintenance. What could be 
more inappropriate than that? 
Not to speak of the acute 
absence or local construction 
capability! 

No responsible aid organ¬ 
isation puts money into the 
brick9 and mortar of school 
buildings without regard to the 
overall teaching situation, 
teacher/pupil ratios, class sizes 
and teaching methodology etc, 
and a suitable teaching environ¬ 
ment, as created by the school 
building, is just one more 
teaching aid. 

In the really needy situation 
one may well have an enrolment 
of 100 or more in a primary 
school with only one teacher, 
and an age distribution from 50 
per cent in standard 1 to 5 per 
cent or less in standard 7, 
Combine this with the intro¬ 
duction of learning by doing 
rather than learning by role,and 
you have, inter alia, the require¬ 
ment for a large, flexible area, 
with high natural lighting levels, 
but adequate shading, good 
cross-ventilation for children 
squatting on the floor, but 
protection from driving mon¬ 
soon rains. 

In 25 years of involvement in 
building in the less developed 
world I have come across few, if 


any, traditional building tech¬ 
niques which could produce 
such a building: what have I 
missed, Jim? 

Even when one co uld possibly 
involve the community in the 
bui idi ng process—and presum¬ 
ing that they have any time and 
energy |eft after their struggle 
for survival — there remains the 
problem, which he identifies, of 
the technical assistance nec¬ 
essary to organise this. 100 
scattered schools could require 
100 competent organisers, and 
developing countries do not 
have these kind of manpower 
resources. 

As to involving the bene¬ 
ficiaries in the design process 
and in deciding priorities, in my 
scenario, (and one present 
involvement) the beneficiaries 
are 5-9-year-old children, of 
illiterate tribal families who may 
have never seen a permanent 
school building. With the best 
will in the world, I cannot see 
what positive contribution they 
can make. They can, however, 
make very negative contri¬ 
butions, as I know to my cost. If 
the next village has a “pukka*’ 
building, of the entirety in¬ 
appropriate type which An- 
toniou illustrates, perhaps with 
a leaky flat roof, small windows 
and as hot as an oven by the end 
of die day, that is apt to be the 
liaut of their conception and 
ambition; that is what they will 
ask for, and anything different 
will be inferior. 

Anloniou’s delightful sketch 
illustrates precisely the type of 
inappropriate, engineer-de¬ 
signed, pukka" school build¬ 
ing prevalent on Ihelndiansub- 
continent, with its equivalents 
worldwide, which we are trying 
to move away from. But did it 
not occur to him that the reason 
for the classes being held outside 
might be because the outdoor 
environment was better than 
indoors and a better place to 
teach, particularly If there is a 
shady tree nearby? This is no 
barrier to learning: witness the 
nse to power of Dr Banda, 
president of Malawi, who never 
tires of reminding us that his 
primary education took place 
under a tree. 

In fact, I would dispute 
entirely Antoniou’s final con¬ 
tention. Nowhere in the world 
has the lack of a cost-effective 
building meant no primary 
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will be a school; in a rented 
room, under a tree, in a cow¬ 
shed while the cows are out, or 
against a wall in the openair;the 
building, however important its 
contribution, is the least import¬ 
ant element in the equation. A 
good primary school teacher 
will teach well anywhere,but the 
best building money canbuy will 
not help a bad teacher. 

The lessons I have learned are 
that one should utilise local 
techniques and materials as far 
as is possible without com¬ 
promising the function of the 
classroom; to provide the min¬ 
imum acceptable structure, 
perhaps no more than a skeleton 
frame or two end walls and a 
roof, and to try, through the 
teachers, to provide guidance as 
to how the community can be 
involved in the further improve¬ 
ment of the school. 

In a current project in India, 
the local project architect is 
producing a teachers' handbook 
with ideas for building improve¬ 
ments, site development, play 
sculptures, advice on tree plant¬ 
ing, simple furniture, space 
dividers, display screens etc, 
designed to be made with local, 
possibly free, materials and 
written in the local language. 
This, I am sure, is the better way 
to involve the community. 
Limited financial resources can 
then be concentrated on pro¬ 
viding a basic, sound structure 
that will withstand the probable 
complete absence of main¬ 
tenance.

Whichever 
system was used in the past the 
tutor responsible developed a 
“ f“l" for the recruitment which 
on the day of enrolment left the 
number of students just about 
on target; a skill to be admired. 

The introduction of PCAS 
brought with it a subtle change.

trntion and tutors. 

The introduction of a new 
‘computerised" system in con¬ 
cert with another of similarstyle 
on a national basis was going to 
be a difficult task from day one. 
PCAS has been slow and in¬ 
efficient in some areas but this 
was to be expected by anyone 
who thought about it for a 
moment or two. The clearing 
system lias been hard work. The 
judgment surely is whether the 
system is basically good and, 
will it settle down? Yes, is the 
answer. It is good news and will 
be belter when it settles down. 
However, let us keep the “ex¬ 
perts" away from changes for 
changes sakel A mistake PCAS 
has made is to “wash up" on the 
effects before the enrolments a re 
completed. 

The monitoring process for 
entry under PCAS should have 
been continuous since first 
applications arrived in Sept¬ 
ember 1985. That has meant 
monitoring all the time, par¬ 
ticularly during the summer 
vacation where all the fine- 
luning has been done. The 
frequent discussions on the 
entry state will be a deal easier 
for the 1987 entries. We will 
know the tune and the words a 
little better by that time. 

I wonder how many poly¬ 
technics are collecting and 
sifting data on this year's entries. 

A careful study of the system, 
with results achieved, will bear 
fruit. However, there will be 
those who throw away the files 
until crisis time next year. How 
many polytechnics have really 
understood the clearing system 
and used the sluice gate to open 
and close to good effect? My 
advice is to grip PCAS, refine 
one s own style of approach and 
settle into what could be a very 
efficient system producing 
better-than-expected results for 
students. Let us wait and 
examine the A-level score of 
1986-87 intakes raiher than 
agonise over a drop in entry 
requirements. As for how many 
will turn up on the day, no one 
has ever known lhaL as an exact 
figure; that would be harnessing 
human nature — an impossible 
task.

SPOILED for choice, I did not 
know whether to rejoice with 
Henry Law and his reasoned 
argument for the single tax, or 
react violently to Geoffrey 
Broadbent's apologia pro clas¬ 
sics sua (September 26). 

But the thought occurred to 
me to turn to the classic encoun¬ 
ter between Daniel H Burnham 
and Frank Lloyd Wright back 
therein Chicago almost 92 years 
ago, when Uncle Dan took to the 
mountain and showed him all 
the glories of the world, say¬ 
ing: “Beautiful ... all beau¬ 
tiful! I can see all America 
constructed along the lines of 
the fair, in noble dignified classic 
style. The great men of the day 
all feel that way about it — all of 
them." 

Wright could have had it all, 
every bit of it. John Root, 
Burnham's designing partner, 
had just died, Burnham needed a 
talented and energetic designer 
to “make no little plans”. But as 
is history, Burnham was turned 
down. 

But as Wright knew and spent 
a lifetime demonstrating, to 
spurn Classical architecture 
does not mean to embrace sterile 
dogmatic "moderne" styles. 
Fascism is not the fun, but the 
funeral, of the flair, and fascism 
is used to using Classicism 
whether it is the Beaux Art 
version of the Chicago World’s 
Fair or the sub-topian stripped 
down arches and endless vistas 
of Mussolini’s Terza Roma and 
the multi-national modulor of 
Le Corbusier, or the rigid soul¬ 
lessness of a Miesian stump and 
the post-modern posturings of 
Venturi, Krier and Stirling. 

The architecture of Frank 
Lloyd Wright, Usonian archi¬ 
tecture, Broadacre City archi¬ 
tecture, organic architecture, is 
the third way, the alternative 
style, the true path of design. 
Abe Hayeem and Broadbem 
have set up on two sides 
politically, establishment and 
anti-establishment. Right verses 
Left, but architecture is not all 
that. Architecture is about 
giving a form to the local 
habitation of society. If that 
society is unjust its architecture 
must be Classical, whether 
stripped-down Corb, functional 
jolly-Rogers, or quivering Terry. 

Only when the society chan- 
■ ges to acknowledge the funda- 
" mental laws of an organic 
political economy will organic 
architecture, the American dre¬ 
am, and true beauty be built. 

Until that time, when demo¬ 
cracy triumphs and rids itself 
of the rotten economic system 
which is sappi ng i ts freedoms, a 11 
our architecture will remain 
Classical and fascist. Broadbent 
is right not to castigate German 
because it was the language of 
Hitler. Fascism was not Hitler’s 
achievement alone. Fascism 
grows out of a rotten demo¬ 
cracy, and the rottenness of that 
democracy is the natural conse- 

S uence of economic conditions, 
londitions which prevail 
wherever there is private appro¬ 
priation of land rental values. 

Every country is potentially a 
fascist country. Germany and 
Italy were but the Jungian 
archetype—the archetypes for a 
development which no country 
can escape except by the esta¬ 
blishment of the equal right to 
• kll to the occupation and use of 
the land. The private appropria¬ 
tion of the rent of land is the 
. deadly enemy of mankind. If we 
want a truly organic architec¬ 
ture we must, as in all building, 
first clear the land. Until then the 
battle of the styles will rage 


along with the struggle for life, 
which should instead be the 
pursuit of happiness.

HENRY Law is wrong (Sep¬ 
tember 26). If scientific price 
adjustments were made by 
paying retailers with new state 
credits so that goods could be 
sold below cost prices, the 
purchasing power of the public 
would be increased, prices 
would fall and inflation would 
be prevented. 

"Coupons for soap powder" 
maybe, and why not? Money is 
coupons — or should be. It 
should not be regarded, as it is 
now, as being in itself a commo¬ 
dity — like soap. It is an 
abstraction and, when not 
abused, one of the most useful 
inventions of humanity. 

Bui now it is beingabused, for 
humanity is being kept short of 
purchasing power by the debt 
system (and by the ethic of toil 
on which it is based). How then 
can the taxing of land help the 
economy? How can any taxes 
help? Of course, governments 
need revenue to pay for social 
services (including those beastly 
and expensive weapons which I, 
for one, don’t want), but they 
don't have to raise that revenue 
in taxes. 

With a few taps on a type¬ 
writer they could create suffi¬ 
cient money coupons out of 
nothing, to use as revenue which 
would be based on the plethora 
of physical realities. What is 
physically possible must be 
financially possible, and we 
possess a huge unearned incre¬ 
ment of physical realities on 
which to draw and which is not 
yet represented by monetary 
symbols. 

Money isn't wealth and indu¬ 
stry doesn’t create it. If banks 
can create credits out of nothing, 
so can governments — and 
without charging themselves (or 
us) huge interest and without 
piling up false and astronomical 
debts. (The first charge in every 
budget is payment of interest on 
the national debt, most of which 
has no right to exist; the fact is 
never mentioned by the media. 
In 1984 the interest was nearly 
£12,000 million, and it is rising 
rapidly. Abouta third ofall local 
rates we pay goes to interest on 
false Indebtedness, but that is 
never mentioned either. 

The situation is complicated. 
I’ve written a comprehensive 
book about it which, though 
obviously he did not read it, was 
reviled by your critic. You can't 
print it all on your Letters page 
but I must add that history and 
religion have helped tocauseour 
monetary madness, not feast the 
old biblical precept of rewards 
and punishments. So the pur¬ 
pose of a social economy is not 
regarded in general as a simple 
matter of producing and distri¬ 
buting wealth for the benefit of 
the individual but as a means of 
expiation for unknown, original 
sins. Are we all gelded by guilt? 
Puritanism has much to answer 
for — not least our ghastly 
"urbanoid mish-mash", where, 
to quote G M Hopkins, poet: 
“Generations have (rod, have 
trod have trod; 

And all is seared with trade, 
bleared, smeared with toil."

Family 
has made little or no attempt to 
be truly analytical and frankly 
tells us nothing about architec¬ 
ture today in what might be 
called real terms. What we are 
sold is the latest reactionary 
nonsense thought upin the bath. 

It would surely have been 
moreinformativcifFnrrellyhad 
discussed the current architec¬ 
tural situation in the context of 
ideological developments and 
looked at hurt! material facts — 
the social, political and econo¬ 
mic trends which have affected 
the profession and the construc¬ 
tion industry. Instead herarlide 
proceeds on the basis of the 


itkuh'.r iKitiiiiiih.it the history 
•iri.li]tenure is about ciKiiigiiig 
sfiii its — spirits it I the age which 
are mamicsl in the buildings»! a 
particular time. Architecture 
becomes self determining and 
no worldly things can effect its 
change. It may be fun and 
interesting to discuss architec¬ 
ture in termsofa "Zeitgeist".but 
it represents a critical tread- 
water. 

But above all, what was most 
disturbing about Farrelly's 
editorial was the political veneer 
applied to her writing. I say 
"veneer" because the politics 
became a trendy adjunct to what 
she wrote rather than bearing 
any relationship to her discus¬ 
sion about architecture. Essen¬ 
tially we were left with a 
description ofbuildings in visual 
terms —- form separated from 
social content. 

This is surely what we all hope 
to avoid — a too great a pre¬ 
occupation with what a.building 
looks like. 

Post-modernism as an “ism” 
may certainly have died, but as 
a n ideology it lives on und it will 
live on until we have radical 
social change. Call it the new 
spirit, but the only "new" thing 
about it is the name. The label is

the fact that the Latent Damage 
Act 1986 was established shortly 
thereafter. This act does provide 
fora "long&top" as discussed by 
Jones. The Act provides, how¬ 
ever, that no action shall be 
brought after the expiration of 
15 years from the date on which 
there occurred any act or 
omission which is alleged ut 
constitute negligence and to 
which the damages are claimed, 
is alleged to be attributable. 
While the decision which was 
the subject of Jones’ article 
appeared wrongly to extend the 
time upon which a breach on 
duty may be committed, the Act 
appears tu remedy the situation 
nicely.

• thc floor has started to break 
up but has nut caused any 
damage to any other pari of the 
building. It is simply a defective 
product in itself. This may have 
been t hough I from the Junior 
Books decision to have been 
purely economic loss but would 
now appear arguably to be 
physical damage; 

• the Hour breaks up and as a 
consequence causes damage to 
other parts of the building. Here 
there is clearly physical da mage. 

Accordingly, in the I.omion 
Congregational case thc major¬ 
ity of thc court held that there 
was no actionable negligence 
until flooding look place and 
physical damage occurred. 

The court accepted that this 
could lend to situations where a 
defect in the works wns dis¬ 
covered but, because it had not 
resulted in physical dnnmgc, il 
could not be the subject of an 
action in negligence, though, ir 
applicable, it could he the 
subject oran action for breach of 
contract. Gibson LJ snid: 

"For my part, I am not 
impressed with thc prophecy of 
unjust denial of relief to plain¬ 
tiffs who have discovered a 
negligent defect but arc not 
entitled lo relief in contract and 
arc faced by the prospect of 
physical damage which has not 
yet been caused but is likely to 
result from the defect. 

Concept 

"Firstly, of course, the con¬ 
cept of negligence is not inten¬ 
ded to afford to owners of 
buildings rights equivalent to 
contractual rights. Justice does 
not require that a defendant pay 
damages in lort for a defect in 
design which in Lord Fraser’s 
words 'may never lead to any 
damage at all lo the building'. 

“Secondly, if a negligent 
defect is discovered and the 
building owner can prove an 
immediate duly of clear need in 
protection of himself or others 
or of the building, to carry out 
repairs lo remove the defect sons 
to avoid physical damage which 
is shown to be impending, ie 
likely to occur in the immediate 
future, it seems to me that the 
law would accept such a situa¬ 
tion as proof of damage." 

In relation to the “doomed 
from the start" argument, the 
court rejected this as clearly the 


building itself wav nut doomed 
even il lhe drainage vyvtcm wav. 

Finally, in relation to the 
ahsenve ul damp proofing, the 
court did overturn the first 
instance decision. It decided 
that where it iv not clear if ihe 
damage first occurred before or 
alter a period beginning six 
years prior to the issue uf the 
writ, then it is for the plaintiff tu 
prove that ii occurred only 
within the period and nnt for the 
defendant tu prove initially that 
ii must have occurredbcforelhe 
commencement of the six year 
period. 

The judge al first instance had 
misdirected himself as to which 
party should show exactly when 
damage first occurred. 

Comment 

Note that this was a majority 
decision of two to one. Sir 
Denys Buckley dissented, cm the 
basis that, in his view, the 
suffering of economic damage, 
ic being saddled with a building 
with defective drainage which 
would require remedying, was 
-sufficient to found a cause of 
action. Time therefore began 
to run in his view from the dale 
when the building was handed 
over. 

Hie majority view means that 
while solicitors, accountants, 
investment brokers and thc like 
owe their c I ient a duty of ca re not 
to cause purely economic or 
financial loss, architects and 
consulting engineers do not owe 
this duly to their clients, butonly 
a duty of care lo avoid causing 
physical damage or personal 
injury. 

Il follows, therefore, that if, 
say, seven years after a building 
has been completed (and a claim 
for breach of contract has 
become statute-barred six years 
from the daleofbreachirrespec¬ 
tive of when damage was cau¬ 
sed) the owner finds that due to 
negligent design the running 
costs for the building are far in 
excess of what they reasonably 
ought to be, there can be no 
action against the designer. 

While often this will be good 
news for the designer, as this case 
shows, in situations where 
physical damage does result 
from the negligence al a much 
later date, Ihe period for which 
lhe designer is at risk will be 
greatly extended. 

Conclusion 

Il is now probably beyond even 
the infinite capacity of reason 
and logic to bring some sem¬ 
blance of order to the present 
stale of confusion on this 
particular topic.

In case you can’t imagine 
what theme could possibly 
link these locations, it’s a 
bookful of pictures of Gra¬ 
ham Greene settings, called 
Graham Greene country, by 
Paul Hogarth and Graham 
Greene (Pavilion Books. 
£17.95). 

Hogarth is nearly 69. Bearded, 
and quietly spoken, he looks 
upon himself as an artist- 
reporter. and admires those who 
in Victorian limes sent back 
visual dispatches from the 
furthest-flung corners of the 
empire to be published in the 
illustrated London News, in the 
process helping to develop the 
strong English tradition of illus¬ 
tration. 

Greene, equally, could merit 
the title of a novelist-reporter. 
He s pern some time work ing as a 
journalist, and even now claims 
not to create from his imagina¬ 
tion —only to describe. Tile fact

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real locations meant Hogarth 
was able to illustrate the novels 
from life. 

Hogarth has had a long 
association with Greene, having 
for more than 20 years provided 
the illustrations on the cover of 
Greene’s Penguin editions. But 
until this project the two had 
never met. On their first meet¬ 
ing. Hogarth produced a selec¬ 
tion of the Latin-American and 
Caribbean work he had pro¬ 
duced for the book. Greene, it 
seems, was Impressed. He be¬ 
came fascinated with the pro¬ 
ject, enthusiastically contri¬ 
buting the essential information 
about the identity and where¬ 
abouts of locations. Southcraw. 
for instance, where the final' 


scene of The confidential agent 
lakes place, is in reality Clacton- 
on-Sea. 

Hogarth has also had a long 
association wiih architecture. 
For architects, perhaps his most 
famous book is Drawing archi¬ 
tecture. But Brian Hatton once 
described him, aptly enough, as 
an artist of architectural feat¬ 
ures, not details. The particular 
aspects of architecture that seem 
to interest him are those that 
would catch the eye of an 
author, not an architect. For this 
reason, he is not, like Ben 
Johnson, an architect's artist. 

"I see architectu re rs a n i mage 
which evokes a sentiment —asa 
symbol." he says. "That doesn’t 
mean to say that 1 don’t appre¬ 


ciate the finer points of archi¬ 
tecture— Ido. But I douse it as a 
background for some kind of 
social comment." 

The buildings lie likes to draw 
and oaint are objects about 
which atmosphere has ac¬ 
cumulated over a period of 
time. "It began on early Lrnveis 
Jo centra! and Eastern Europe," 

he explained, "wliereforthefinsL 

time 1 saw ‘he great cathedrals 
and palaces. I’m very sensitive to 
the backwash of history — and 
I m very affected by architecture 
that reflects history." 

Hogarth has in the past 
described himself as a "topo¬ 
graphical and satirical illus¬ 
trator" — two concepts that are 
not generally associated with 
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cuch other. Whin exactly lines he 
mean? 

“I’m interested in [| |L - social 
aspect of architecture," he says. 

and I use buildings as symbols 
against which various things 
happen." Buildings inexorably 
record the traces of their build¬ 
ers and occupiers, and perhaps 
in this way topographical por¬ 
traiture conics closest to social 
comment. A portrait ofnperson 
can only record one person¬ 
ality. A portrait of a place 
because it is formed hy an 
accumulation of personal and 
social events, has ihc potential 
to express the character of that 
society. 

He referred to a series of 
watercolours describing the 
background to The power and 
the glory, pointing to n drawing 
ol the gateway to a Mexican 
cemetery, which horc the legend 
silcncio”: "This docs feature in 
the novel. It’s no longer classi¬ 
cal, ns it was described m the 
book.

His 
office continues the scheme 
enthusiastically but the acoustic 
tests on the proposed oval 
performance hall, designed in 
consultation with Boulez, may 
prove to be futile. The pro¬ 
gramme may have to change in 
response to the denatured 
proposal for the Opera House. 

To the east, away from the 


cultural hub of the capital, more 
cranes stand over the massive 
concrete pillars which will 
support the viaduct-like struc¬ 
ture of the new finance ministry. 
Its river front face looks be¬ 
nignly over the Seine and one 
may eventually come to wonder 
why the building is so stiff with 
importance, that is if the state 
function for which it is tailored, 
monumentally and practically, 
is unfulfilled. The ministry is 
moving back into the Louvre, 
re-erccting partitions demoun¬ 
ted by the previous Govern- 
mem. It is unsure whether this 


means that the Finance Ministry 
will not move to the less 
presligous cast of the city at all 
or wait until the building is 
completed in 1988. 

This makes the redevelop¬ 
ment of the Louvre, lopped by 
Pei’s pyramid, a little lopsided, 
just at a time when public 
opinion was swinging in its 
favour. The scheme depends on 
the acquisition of the wingto be 
vacated by the ministry and also 
upon rapid completion. 

At the other end of the city's 
professional axis the public 
parts of the arch at La Defense

E olideal winds of change. Jean 
oiivel's Arab Institute with its 
envelope almost completed is 
full of delights. Test panels for 
the southern camera shutter 
wall are in position; behind this 
facade the library is terminated 


with a spiral tower which has 
splendid views over Paris. The 
museum to the north ends in a 
knife point, where the facade of 
fixed, Venetian blind-like mul- 
lions is being hung in place. 

Some of the projects such as 
the Arab Institute or Rice. 
Francis Ritchie's gravity-defy¬ 
ing glass additions to the Science 
Museum, already bear witness 
to the potential success of this 
architectural investment. It can 
only be hoped that the remain¬ 
ing urban interventions will not 
foster the kind of compromise 
exemplified by les Halles.

lion of follies and restaurants 
which look, at first glance, like 
dismembered parts of Rogers' 
abortive National Gallery com¬ 
petition. 

AIL this has been tried before 
by Edwin Lutyens in a Roman 
manner, but the attractive parts 
of Rogers' architecture are the 
lightness of the intended struc¬ 
tures, with a pedestrian selling 
in some ways reminiscent of 
Hugh Casson's sketches for the 
*51 Exhibition. 

Unfortunately, the technical 
aspects for dealing with traffic 
below ground are not as compe¬ 
tent as the intended works 
above. It does seem strange that 
such a 21st century vision should 
not be accompanied by six-tane 
underwater tunnels for both 
banks instead of just a single 
four-lane road on Ihe Embank¬ 
ment side. 

The Lloyd’s building is fea¬ 
tured in the context of contribu¬ 
ting to the cityscape, but (he 
presentation lacks the sparkle of 
Foster's multiple slide presenta¬ 
tion for the Hongkong Bank. 

The most remarkable aspect 
of Lloyd's is that such a conser¬ 
vative branch of the Establish¬ 
ment should have given the lead 
in progressive concepts and 
which has presented the City of 
London with a world-class 
building of our own lime. The 
qualities of workmanship and 
finish shine out from lhe pic¬ 
tures, the RA having organised 
lours for younger visitors so that 
the only home-built work on 
view can be seen in reality. What 
a splendid idea for public 
pariicipation, let alone educa¬ 
tion for the next league of 
clients, 

The connection .between (he 
two main protagonists of hi-tech 
is explained with small panels in 
the common entry area. They 


spell out in simple terms their 
early partnership (1963-67), 
houses for family and friends, 
thence Reliance Controls ami 
the larger jobs that came as the 
practices grew apart. What is 
not explained is the way that the 
client, in choosing one or the 
other, is selecting a systematic 
design process, whether the 
budget is lavish or small. Both 
firms in fact are involved in 
product development and it was 
a pity that components or 
furniture were not used as 
adjuncts to the building dis¬ 
played. 

My concluding accolnde is 
that Lloyd’s and the Hongkong 
Bank can truly be called “New 
Architecture" without Ihereser- 
vations that I have on the third 
exhibitor. 

The captioning at the entry 
states in the topline STIRLING 
set nt a distance above his 
competitors; this raising of 
status, 1 suppose, could be 
attributed lo age. or perhaps 
bulk. I had better confess that 
Ihe skeleton in Stirling's cup¬ 
board, namely the History 
Library, Cambridge, is a worn- 
some feature that can never be 
quite forgotten when looking at 
the current work of Stirling and 
Wilford. 1, like many others, was 
taken in by the library's geo¬ 
metric delights which were 
recorded in every detail back in 
68 . 

The situation today is a 
building that has narrowly 
missed demolition and is in a 
tumbledown condition, ns Ln- 
betkin's masterpieces High- 
point One nird Two came to be in 
the Inle Ufa0s. I make these 
comparisons deliberately as 
there is in Stirling's work a 
considerable element of inven¬ 
tive geometry reminiscent of

True to Rogers'intentions 


WHILE Ben Johnson has estab¬ 
lished a considerable following 
for his. remarkable paintings 
based on architectural projects 
by Norman Foster and James 
Stirling, the night view of the 
central spine of Inmos is his first 
painting of a Richard Rogers 
building. . 

Johnson first visited the 
pioneering microchip factory in 
Wales shortly after its opening 
while the building was still in 
pristine condition, and he took 
numerous photographs in the 


changing light conditions 
through the day. 

Prompted by photographer 
Ken Kirkwood’s night-time 
shot, he later revisited Inmos, 
only to discover the spine had 
been changed virtually beyond 
recognition. Johnson decided to 
proceed with a painting but felt 
impelled to consider his work as 
a : record of the architect's 
intentions, so he went back to 
consult the working drawings in 
Rogers’ office to ensure its 
accuracy. ; 


Johnson sees the painting as a 
tribute to the "wonderful com¬ 
bination of engineering and 
architecture” at Inmos and as 
such credits the inspired team¬ 
work of Tony Hunt and Richard 
Rogers.

that shown by Lubctkin and of 
another Russian Constructivist, 
Konstantin Melnikov. 

Of course at Stuttgart, ’he 
image has been updated, the 
skin of tiles replaced by stone 
veneer and the Caryatids re¬ 
placed by dumpy Moscovite 
Doric columns taken from their 
metro. Despite these asides ihe 
external promenade ai >he 
Staatsgalene is in fact one of «nc 
most enjoyable public spaces 
made by a ‘•modern” and is 
brought io life at the Academy 
with a fine series of evocative 
back-illuminated colour pic¬ 
tures plus a chunk or tnc 
building that is put full-size on 
the central axis as a sculptural 
feature. 

The photo material selected is, 
however, not particularly non- 
cst. as it docs not demonstrate 
the poorquolity of lighting in ihe 
picture galleries and neither 
does it show the heavy diagnd 
ceiling with metal channels 
(painted the inevitable bilious 
green; casting shadows on the 
canvases ana walls alike; the 
other problem for the Staats- 
galene curator being the cross 
reflections from French win¬ 
dows that occur in most exhi¬ 
bition areas. 

Stirling's abandoned Na¬ 
tional Oallery project has 
benefited m those respects from 
the Stuttgart experiment, nut 
one has yet to see whether 
Venturi’s efforts will produce as 
interesting an experience n 
terms of the volumetric progres¬ 
sions that are Stirling’s special¬ 
ity. 

There is another exhibition 
concerning British Design, at the 
Royal College or Art. called 
•‘Did Britain Make It?” It 
pertains to the “Britain.Can 
Make It” show at the V and A in 
1946. It seems relevant to make 
comparisons between the per¬ 
sonalities involved at either end 
of the 40-year epoch and to end 
on a pensive and philosophical 
note, namely how short fame is 
today. 

The “Britain Can Make It” 
exhibition allegedly cost more 
than £1 million to stage (£15 
million or so at today's prices) 
and was aimed at showing how 
swords could be turned into 
ploughshares and that “design * 
had an essential '■ole in this 
process. 

The architectural designers 
were relative- youngsters with 
Basil Spence (39) FRS Yorke 
(40) and James Gardner (40) as 
compared with Foster 51. Ro¬ 
gers 53 and Stirling 60. The 
cutting edge of technology in 
those days was carried ov 
Christopher Nicholson (42) and 
Wells Coates (51), Nicholson's 
contribution being a hi-tech 
office while Coates showed his 
newly invented wmdsail; their 
direction being the line that 
Foster and Rogers hav$ opened 
up in the past two decades. 

Spence’s background was 
much more conventional, with 
pre-war experience m expensive 
housebuilding using traditional 
methods, plus a consumate skill 
with pencil and watercolour. 
Tile designs that made him 
famous in the post-war period 
■ were exhibitions and where 
Spence’s imagination was in¬ 
volved in sculptured spaces in 
the post-Corbusian mode. His 
permanent buildings, like Co¬ 
ventry Cathedral or the Guards 
Barracks, also had 'his theat¬ 
rical quality, but their reputa¬ 
tion was marred by technical 
- difficulties; poor acoustics, air- 
' conditioning and lighting at 
Coventry and a ton of melted ice 
that smashed the Colonel’s car 
, at Knightsbndge.

One can ask students today 
... who was Basil Spence? Few 
will know ihe answer. Time will W 
tell whether Spence's reputation J 
will oe salvaged, but one comes 
away from the RAshow with the 
sad feeling that there are con¬ 
siderable affinities between ihe 
late Sir Basil Spence and James 
Stirling. 

One of the difficulties today is 
that there is far less time to 
secure success *han previously 
and the exhibitors at the Ac¬ 
ademy perhaps have only an¬ 
other 10 years or so left before 
the next generation takes over. 

One wishes the three of them a 
longer period of fruitful work, 
but <he competitive commercial 
world of design is now a

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THE Hongkong Bank in

innovative and imaginative 
technical designs to achieve 
its architectural ideals, par¬ 
ticularly those of elegance 
and quality. 

Although it has been likened 
to an ofishore jacket structure,

plex. The building embodies a 
high degree of structural inte¬ 
gration with services and archi¬ 
tecture which produces a com¬ 
pact building of exceptional 
visual and material quality and 
efficiency of space utilisation.

The framework comprises a 
minimum of components with 
the aim of providing large span, 
column-free spaces in which the 
services and space planning can 
be organised to the greatest 
effect. 

Modular component design 
was introduced into the building 
on a scale not attempted pre¬ 
viously in building design, the 
aim being to improve (he 
installed quality of the building 
and lo reduce the overall time of 
construction. Of particular note 
are the 140 prefabricated and 
precommissioned service mod¬ 
ules, each weighing between 30 
and 50 tonnes, which contained 
the services for the super¬ 


structure on a floor by floor 
basis. 

The structural concept was 
developed to allow the building 
massing to conform to Hong 
Kong height and shadow plan¬ 
ning restrictions, but nlso to 
allow a future 40 per cent 
expansion in floor area to be 
realised without modification 
and strengthening of the main 
framework or foundations. The 
expansion would be realised by 
infilling the multi-level void 
atriums in the building and the 
setbacks on its east side. 

The performance require¬ 
ments of the structural com¬ 
ponents of the building have 
resulted in the application of 
materials and manufacturing 


technology from engineering 
fields outside of the traditional 
building industry. For cxn tuple, 
the size and thickness of the 
tubulars within the masts in¬ 
volved the research and (hen the 
application of manufacturing 
techniques more often associ¬ 
ated with pressure vessels. Also, 
the required performunce char¬ 
acteristics of the connections in 
the suspension structures led to 
the introduction of large main¬ 
tenance-free spherical bearings 
normally associated with heavy 
mechanical engineering appli¬ 
cations. 

Although the fabrication 
techniques used have been 
applied in some advanced 
onshore structures, the dimen- 
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3 si min I tolerances and erection 
I limnations have been much 

, more restricting than for olf-

ments. Special details had to he 
developed lo reduce the elTcct of 
restrictions. 

The prefinished, prefabri¬ 
cated nature or the building 
components required careful 
control of manufacturing and 
construction standards to ensure 
ihe required quality was achi¬ 
eved in the completed building. 
Manufacture was generally on 
an assembly line basis and 
procurement on a huge inter¬ 
national scale; the steel frame¬ 
work in the UK, the cladding in 
the US, the service modules in 
Japan etc. In response to these 
demands, a quality assurance 
approach was developed lor 
each sub-contract, An essential 
aspect or this approach was the 
extensive use or models, mock- 
ups and prototypes to demon¬ 
strate t he acceptability of work¬ 
manship and materials. 

. Assurance of the engineering 
integrity of the design was 
founded on the following prin¬ 
ciples: 

A commitment to a formal¬ 
ised analysis approach involv¬ 
ing the use of computer tech¬ 
niques to enable the whole 
framework model to be gen¬ 
erated find modified as required 
direct from a simple data base.

the site to be established from 
which the expected (rather than 
statutory) wind loading, dy¬ 
namic performance of the 
structure and environmental 
wind effects on the building 
could be determined. 

Mathematical modelling 
techniques were developed for 
the prediction of the Dynamic 
performance of the building 
under the expected wind load¬ 
ing, from which the dominant 
aspects of the building response 


could be identified and eval¬ 
uated. Tests on the completed 
building arc lo be carried out to 
verify the predictions. 

Tolerances and movements 
predictions are an important 
part of the manufacturing 
specification for components in 
any building. In the case of the 
Hongkong Bank, because of 
the eccentric mass of the build¬ 
ing and the structural independ¬ 
ence of each of the five building 
zones, the movement of indi¬ 
vidual components was par¬ 
ticularly sensitive to construct¬ 
ion sequencing. Simple, global 
allowances would have resulted 
in excessive and unrealistic 
specifications. As a result, a 
large effort was made to estab¬ 
lish these movements. An 
approach was developed which 
modelled the building at each 
stage of construction and hence 
enabled predictions of cumula¬ 
tive building movements to be 
estimated for a range of con¬ 
struction sequences. The pre¬ 
dictions were then used as the 
basis lor advisingon the correct¬ 
ive measures required at each 
stage. 

However, in terms of engin¬ 
eering risk it is the substructure 
of the Hongkong Bank which 
was the most cridcal. From past 
projects, the ground conditions 
in this area of Hong Kong had 
been shown to be extremely 
difficult. The soil succession is 
fill, marine deposits and com¬ 
pletely decomposed granite 
overlying granite at 40m depth. 
Ground water level is effectively 
at ground level. The substruct¬ 
ure of the bank is a 25m deep 
multi-level basement with large 
diameter caisson foundations to 
granite.

movements. The site is sur¬ 
rounded by large buildings on 
shallow foundations. 

A programme of investi¬ 
gations, studies and analyses 
was undertaken, aimed at estab¬ 
lishing the expected soil prop¬ 
erties and preferred construct¬ 
ion sequence. The work in¬ 
volved a series of progressively 
more sophisticated site investi¬ 
gations being made, in parallel 
with a programme of non-linear 
geotechnical finite clement 
back-analyses of the behaviour 
of recent excavations in the local 
nren. 

The construction of the 
substructure was made using a 
novel combination of "top- 


down" and "super-caissons" 
techniques. 

The Hongkong Bank in¬ 
cludes a seawater tunnel con¬ 
necting the basement la the 
harbour through a 6m diameter 
rock tunnel at a depth of 80m 
below ground level. The tunnel 
was constructed by blasting and 
without pressurisulion. Inten¬ 
sive studies were mndc of (lie 
effects of ground water move¬ 
ments and blasting upon the 
huildings above, some of which 
were known to be old and in a 
stale of poor repair. A com¬ 
prehensive system of measuring 
devices was installed to monitor 
actual performance during 
construction.

the construction logic which was 
to become the key to concrete 
quality was worked out. This 
logic was that in situ concrete 
elements should be bounded by 
prc-casL elements. Thus a 
rhythm of pre-cast — in situ — . 
pre-cast was used consistently 
throughout the concrete con¬ 
struction. This helps control 'he 
joints between elements, and 
means that individual in situ 
elements could be formed and 
designed with concrete finish as 
thc main objective. Thc brocket/ 
column joint is a prime example 
of this thinking. The bracket, 
which is pre-cast, is made very 
accurately. Thus the highly 
reinforced columns were tem- 
plated, enabling the bracket/ 
column joint to be fitted to¬ 
gether simply and correctly. 

One very important issue in 
designing a building where the 
quality of the building is de¬ 
pendent on details as much as 
tlie whole is keeping the design j 
consistent. Teamwork is a ! 
necessary and vital part of the 
whole. 

But that teamwork only 
works if the framework of [he 
design concept isstrong. Lloyd's 
with its strong principles of the 
way of using thc pre-cast and in 
situ concrete together, to control 
quality and to provide articulut- 
ion at the details, is a good 
example of the design discipline. 

A similar discipline was also 
used to control the development 
of the steel detailing for items 
such ns the lift framework where 
many individual small details 
contribute to total effect. 

The atrium nnd the atrium 
support steelwork was also an 
interesting problem. It was very 
important that there be no 
confusion between the glazing 
pattern seen from the inside and 
the supporting structure. A 
mega structure — an extension 
of the main column grid — was 
used for the main support. The 
steel support structure was then 
placed m the plane of the facade 
mullions so that it would not 
confuse the general glazing grid. 
This organisation also gives a 
strong pattern and identity on 
the outside where it is mostly 
seen from other buildings, and 
not close up. 

Thc atrium structure illus¬ 
trates very well the advantage of 
strong design rules nnd n clear 
design discipline. 

It was not solved until quite 
late in the design, after many or 
the main decisions !md been 
taken, and there were sceptics in 
the team who fell that we would 
be unable to find a satisfactory 
solution. Once the rules were 
allowed to operate freely the 
solution became almost inevit¬ 
able.

debrated as a feature of the Interior. 


Lioning load and attendant 
running costs, but still allowing 
viewing under natural light for 
76 per cent of normal opening 
hours. 

For viewing water colours 
and oil paintings the illumina¬ 
ting levels of 50 and 200 lux 
respectively were specified on 
the vertical surface 1.5m from 
the floors. With artificial light¬ 
ing these levels are achieved by 
switching circuits in Lhe upper 
gallery rooms and by dimming 
in the temporary exhibition 
space. 

Natural light is controlled by 
adjustable motorised louvres 
mounted in the ceiling void. Thc 
substantial nature of these 
louvres help them to act as anti- 
burglar devices and also as 
thermal insulation when fully 
closed during the winter hours 
of darkness. The louvres are 
located beneath the roof glazing 
and span onto the top booms of 
the structural trusses. 

Along the bottom boom of 
the trusses is a steel grillage to 
support the ceiling layer which is 
made up of glass, incorporating 
an ultra violet filter, which 
prevents harmful radiation 
entering the exhibition space. 

Extensive tests were carried 
out with paintings hung in the 
model room for daylight and 
artificial light, using various 
glazing solutions for the roof 
and ceiling. It was found that the 
sole use of float glass produced 
nn unacceptable green hue to 
exhibits. This was overcome by 
incorporating Albarino glass 
into tne system. 

Albarino glass has been 
developed especially for use on 
solRr cells and has very high 
transmission factors for all 
wavelengths of light. But ex¬ 
pense limits thc extern of its use. 
The Anal make-up oftheglazing 
system was:

For maintenance of the ceil¬ 
ings and the daylight control 
louvres in the roof spaces, 
catwalks and permanent move- 
able trolleys were provided 
within the roof zone, integrated 
into the structure and services 
planning concepi. 

With the client’s technical

experts the air-conditioning 
systems serving thc gallery 
rooms were designed to main¬ 
tain temperatures at around 
23deg C during summer; I9deg 
C during winter. 

Spray washers, containing 
alkaline water, together with 
high-efficiency fillers, were 
incorporated inthcair-handling 
plant serving thc exhibition 
spaces in order to prevent 
sulphur dioxide present in thc 
external air damaging the ex¬ 
hibits. Thc system also incor- 
portcdfrosl protection coils and 
pre-fillers, ail located at thc 
fresh air intake plenum. 

For the upper gallery rooms

air is ducted from the basement 
air-handling plant to distribute 
along the edges of the 2m high 
ceiling void. The supply air is 
discharged at high level, at low 
velocity, around the perimeter 
of the rooms and extracted at 
skirling level viaducts within the 
wall linings, equalising vapour 
pressure in front of and behind 
the paintings. 

Since the roof to the upper 
galleries is almost totally glazed, 
Lhc ceiling void above the 
galleries is treated as a buffer 
zone, with its own dedicnlcd air- 
conditioning systems. This 
reduces the air-conditioning 
load in (he galleries, permitting 


Knlranee-level plan, 
solar heal reclaim via the roof, 
which in turn is used 10 preheat 
the building's fresh air supplies.* 
in thc theatre a Teas a Iflfl per 
cent recirculation of return airis 
incorporated tofacilitatc a rapid 
heating or cooling of thc space. 
The supply and extract system 
were accommodated at high 
level, above the mclnl grid 
ceilings and in the wall linings of 
the theatre. Supply is through 
banks of nozzles set in the wall 
linings while extract is through 
holes in the cuncrctc ceiling. 

Work on site began in 1978 
and thc job wns completed in 
May 1984. The client'sown state 
building construction depart¬ 


ment, the Siaathnchhauumi, 
acted as project manager on all 
phases of the project. 

Not unexpectedly, Stirling's 
innovative design caused some 
critical debate, mainly among 
the local architectural fratern¬ 
ity, when he won the competi¬ 
tion. Now the ingenuity of the 
design nut only receives much 
acclaim from the critics, but isso 
obviously expressed by the 
public's enjoyment of the build¬ 
ing.

T he work hy Shepherd and 
Jellicoe, in fact, dales back in 
192.1 when these two young 
fellows from the fourth year at 
the A A set oul on their year-long 
grand tour of Europe, the topic 
of Italian gardens being the 
suggestion of their year master. 
L II Hiiekncll. The duties ol 
putting together the first edition 
were shared, with Shepherd 
producing all the splendid 
renderings, ink sketches and 
photographs, while Jellicoe did 
the legwork on surveys plus the 
descriptive writing. Sir Geof¬ 
frey's "swan penmanship" is as 
crisp today as times past, and 
there's a well-balanced foreword 
that sets down the crucial 
philosophy behind the work. 

The illustrations and text are 
timeless, the solidity of the 
sketches showing with perfect 
clarity the architectural struc¬ 
ture of landscape, devised by 
such Italian masters as Brn- 
mante, Ligorio, Michelozzi and 
Vignola (111 B & C). The range 
is, in fuel, very wide and 
provides an excellent record in 
terms of graphics and photo¬ 
graphs of these great gardens as 
they appeared to two cnihusi- 
asts in their 20s. 

It would be interesting to see a 
companion volume thul tells of 
the stale of these places today 
and how repairs have or have 
not been effected. 

A more significant grumble 
from my Yankccsludcntswould 
be the extraordinary way in 
which the figures and plates are 
still numerated. I know from 
personal experience that it all 
helps to gel io know the book 
back to front, but 1 do consider 
that the 1986 reader might be 
one red captions throughout 
and an index.

Other words like Jellicoe's 
1925 notion of Formality and 
Design could perhaps turn the 
tide back from tame Neoclassic 
or deadly social-realist vistas as 
dreamt up by Bofit, Krier and 
Co. 

Formality and Design (circa 
1925): "The bases of abstract 
design, running through history 
like a silver thread, are indepen¬ 
dent of race and age. Their one 
unchanging form of expression 
is through a pattern, both a 
wholesome admission of human 
limitation, and a sturdy founda¬ 
tion from which afterwards to 
build. Pattern is the architec¬ 
tural prototype of the formality 
of life, and in the same way is 
modified by the circumstances 
of the moment, principally those 
governing the relation of for¬ 


mality to informality. In any 
design where nature is admitted, 
such as the garden, this relation¬ 
ship is the first consideration.” 

The spacial sequences and 
their ebb and Row as illustrated 
by Jellicoe and Shepherd are 
very different from the deadpan 
space filling seen in Bofil’s 
"parterre" for a dried-up river 
bed in Valencia. The latter does 
not lead the eye but blocks it at 
every opportunity. 

The visual delights prepared 
by the late John Chiene Shep¬ 
herd (1896-1978) make the 
volume into a classic and one 
that should be on every archi¬ 
tect's bookshelf whether a 
"landscaper" or not; should the 
reader be afflicted by post¬ 
modernism then Italian Gardens 
would show them that "Flags 
ain't what they used to be".
